C@WF YOU like your job—and do it right—you're 
bound to like living.”

1. When should cattle be turned out 
in spring? Watch condition of the past- 
ure. If grass is not yet well established 
or sod not firm enough to take tramp- 
ing, grazing will damage stand. If stock 
is held off too long, the grass may grow 
too rank to be palitable and contain 
less feed value. 

2. What should I tie fleeces with? Use 
a paper twine made especially for this 
purpose which has no fibers to damage 
the wood as does ordinary twine. 

3. Should thyroprotein be fed to dairy 
cows? Ohio experiments show a tem- 
porary increase of milk production of 
about 20°, if a corresponding increase 
in feed allowance is made. But cost is 
greater and nutritive value of milk 
may be less unless good roughage is 
fed, due to loss of vitamins. Cows with 
known thyroid deficiency will benefit 
The Food and Drug Administration ap- 
proves use of thyroprotein (iodinized 
casein), but it is prohibited by rules for 
test cows on production records. 

4. What are ergots on horses? Small, 
horn-like protruberances in the fetlock 
hair that grow from the back of each 
fetlock joint 

5. What animal is least tolerant to 
salt? Hogs can become poisoned from 
an excess of salt, especially after being 
deprived of a regular supply. 

6. Why do feeders prefer western 
lambs? Drawn from large range bands 
they can be uniform in size, type and 
condition. Too often native lambs are 
undocked, uncastrated and not treated 
for parasi Westerns are more likely 
to pass the break-joint test for lamb 
when marketed the following spring. 

7. How is the breeding power of a 
stallion influenced by ration? A_ too 
fat condition from overfeeding corn 
lowers production and _ viability of 
sperm cells. Growing pasture, oats and 
wheat bran give best results. Balance 
the ration with exercise. 

8. What cow has the highest 305-day 
record on twice-a-day milking? Par’s 
Red Shelia, 12-vear-old Ayrshire in the 
Windrow herd of C. E. Wilson and 
Edward E. Wilson at Oxford, Mich., 
made 20,984 Ibs. of 4.5°7 milk and 937 
Ibs. fat for the highest record on a 
comparable basis in any breed. 

9. Why do some cattle feeders make 
more money on the plainer grades? 
They are bought at less cost, and cheap 
beef is always in strong demand. 

10. What is the best time to hatch 
ducks that are to be used for breeders? 
This depends on when you want them 
to come into production, but ducks to 
be used for breeders are usually hatch- 
ed during April or May. They will be 
ready to lay about seven months later 
which means that the birds will come 
into production late in the fall. 

11. How long are people sick with 
undulant fever? Acute stages average 
13 weeks with frequent relapses. In 
chronic stages the patient may show 
arthritis symptoms for months and 
years. Many chronic patients never ful- 
ly recover.
